cence.” He proposed an en¬ 
lightened and expanded 
concept of the "neo-library" 
as a lugliiy specialized plat¬ 
form formtegrating informa¬ 
tion resources sharing as well 
as a '"critical component of a 
cogent collaboration of a 
community engagement 
process" 

Dr. Kooistra observed, 
""The library could be the 
place to turn to for (local) 
governments and other stake¬ 
holders (e.g housing corpo¬ 
rations and real estate 
developers) when seeking in¬ 
teraction with the commu¬ 
mty. They will maintain their 
hinction as guardians of cul¬ 
tural capital and knowledge 
But beside that, they could 
become active hubs of infor¬ 
mation and knowledge ex¬ 
change, involved in 
education, awai'eness and 


public collaboration pro¬ 
grams.” 

Drs. Alberts descnbed the 
very tangible green energy 
process oEbnnging aten kilo¬ 
watt solar panel array to her 
Phi lip sburg library, a step tlie 
BNA would very much like 
to emulate, but is held back 
due to lack of funding. Hie 
St. Maarten installation is 
among the first steps in the 
"greemng’ of tlieir energy 
consumption. Tlie library’s 
"expertise and experiences 
facilitating this installation 
serves as a model for fiiture 
projects for schools and pub¬ 
lic buildings' for the Ehitch 
Canhbean. 

Aruba's National Library*' 
has instead taken an active 
role in educating tlie commu¬ 
nity particularly the youth, 
the "next generation'" to un¬ 
derstand, appreciate and '"get 
on board'" with tlie sustain¬ 
ability plan for Aruba that is 
the declared policy of the cur¬ 
rent government. Mr Alders 
is Coordinator of the Na¬ 
tional Library’s Green Edu¬ 
cation Symposium, of winch 
they have at present hosted 
two such events, and are now 
planning a third for 2014 
This program supports 
Aruba's annual Green Aruba 
Conference, and the estab¬ 
lishment of the Canhbean 
Energy, Environment and 
Sustainability Education pro¬ 
gram. The Green Education 
Symposium Aruba II, m 
2013, b ecame a reahty due to 
the p artnership with 
"Green's'Cool" program, a 
collaborative effort of Elmar, 
Aruba's energy distnbution 
administrator, SETARN.V., 
the national telecommunica¬ 
tions company, W.E.B N.V, 
the water and power plant, 
Santa Rosa center of animal 
husbandry and agriculture, 
and Utilities Aruba N.y ad¬ 
ministrating over energy 
projects. Tlie 2014 sympo¬ 
sium will focus on "Sustain¬ 


able Food Supplies" in coop¬ 
eration witli Santa Rosa cen¬ 
ter.

US set to deliver F-16s 
to Egypt: officials 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
United States is pressing 
ahead with plans to deliver 
four F-15 fighters to Egypt 
despite a military coup 
against President Mo¬ 
hammed Mo rsi, a US official 
said Tiursday. 

"It's still the status quo," 
the official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, told 
AFP 

Tiere was no decision to 
halt the scheduled transfer of 
the warplanes or to cut off 
other security assistance to 
Egypt, the official said, even 
though the US government 
has announced a revi ew of all 
aid to Cairo 

President Barack Obama's 
administration has said it is 
examining whether the mili¬ 
tary takeover constitutes a 
coup, which under US law 
would farce Waslnngton to 
freeze any aid to Egypt. 

The State Department said 
previously planned assistance 
would continue to flow to 
Eg>^t. 

''We're still paying our 
bills, of course, and all of the 
programs are still moving 
forward," spokeswoman Jen 
Psaki told reporters. 

Tie Pentagon said it re¬ 
mains dedicated to maintain¬ 
ing longstanding military ties 
with Egypt and that the 
United States wants to see a 
prompt return to civilian, 
democratic nile. 

"Looking fiirward, we will 
work with the Egyptian peo¬ 


ple to support a quick and re¬ 
sponsible return to a sustain¬ 
able^ democratically elected 
Cl vili an gov er nm ent," the 
Pentagon said m a statement. 

"Given tlie events of last 
week, the president has di¬ 
rected relevant departments 
and agencies to review our 
assistance to the government 
of Egypt"

Spanish police break 
up international 
cocaine ring 


MADPJD (AFP) - Spanish 
police said Tliursday they had 
smashed an international co¬ 
caine nng m a two-year opera¬ 
tion with other forces that led 
to the arrests of 74 people m 
Spain, Brazil and Colombia. 

Police seized 575 kilo¬ 
grammes (1,270 pounds) of 
the drug and closed five secret 
laboratoiies in a global swoop 
together witli US, Brazilian 
and French pohce. 

They also seized 11 fireaiins 
including an assault rifle along 
with 5SS,Q0Q euros ($7d5,0OQ) 
and $7 million in cash, the 
Spanish police said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The alleged head of tlie nng, 
which moved drugs and cash 
between South America and 


Europe, was a “known Colom¬ 
bian drug dealer" living in 
Brazil, who was arrested in 
Rio de Janeiro, tlie police said. 

The cocanie was sent to 
Spain and transferred to five 
laboratories in Malaga, Madrid 
and Cordoba to b e cut and then 
sold in Spaia France and Italy, 
police said. 

It was transported in false 
bottoms m the bodies of cars. 
Two of tlie cars were seized in 
Marseille, southern France, 
one of which was canying 2Q 
kilogrammes of cocaine.

New gene therapy hope for rare 
childhood disease 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new type of gene therapy has 
shown proimse in wiping out 
two rare childhood diseases, 
apparently witliout the risks of 
causing cancer, mtemahonal 
researchers said ThursdBiy. 

The metliod used an HIV 
vims vector and tlie patients' 
own blood stem cells to deliver 
a corrected version of a faulty 
gene, said the rep oil in die US 
journal Science. 

As a result, six cliildren are 
doing well, IS to 32 montlis 
after their operations, said lead 
scientist Luigi Naldim of tlie 
San RaffaeleTeletlion Institute 
for Gene Tlierapy in Milan. 

Tliree of tlie cluldren suffer 
from meta'chromalic leukodys¬ 
trophy a disease of die neiwous 
system which is caused by mu¬ 
tations in the AP^.SA gene. 

Babies with die disease ap¬ 
pear healthy when they are 


bom, but as they grow; diey 
stall to lose cognitive and 
motor skills. Tliere is no cure. 

The new gene therapy ap¬ 
proach has halted progression 
of the disease m these three 
cluldren, researchers said 

The odier three children m 
die study have Wiskoll-Aldri'± 
syndrome, which is caused by 
mutations in die WAS gene and 
results in recuning infections, 
autounmiuie diseases, frequent 
bleeding, and a high risk of 
cancer 

The treatment has caused 
die cliildren's symptoms to 
lessen or vamsh altogether, the 
researchers said. 

Previous attempts at gene 
therapy for a range of diseases, 
including Wiskott-Aldrich 
Syndrome, have shown some 
success, but over the long teim 
it was di sc Dvered th at immune - 
compromised patients some¬ 


times developed blood cancer 

Researchers now believe 
that the viral vectors used m the 
past may have somehow acti¬ 
vated a part of the DNA diat 
caused cancer. 

Scientists have been greatly 
caudous with human trials on 
gene therapy since (he 1 99S 
death of an Ameiican teenager, 
Jesse Gelsmger, whose partici¬ 
pation in a tnal for a rare meta- 
bohc disorder overwhelmed Ins 
immune system and led to 
death by multiple organ failui'e. 

The new metho d is based on 
taking hematopoietic stem cells 
from the patients'bone marrow 
and introducing a corrected 
copy of die defective gene 
using viral vectors denvd from 
HIV 

When the ti'eated cells are 
re-injected into the patients, 
they b egtn to restore the miss¬ 
ing protein to key organs. 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Omegas fatty acids, often taken 
to boost health, appear to Increase the risk of childhood 
allergies and prostate cancer, according to two studies 
unveiled. Newborns with high levels of unsaturated fats 
in their blood were more prone to develop an allergy 
than those with lower blood concentrations, according 
to a probe by three Swedish universities. Previous re¬ 
search has indicated that children who at an early age 
were given fish^ which is famously high in omega-3 fatty 
acids, were less Eikely to get an allergy. Another author 
of the study, food science professor Ann-Sohe Sand¬ 
berg, cautioned against avoiding fish on the basis of 
these findings. Separately, a large study published in 
Britain's Journal of the National Cancer Institute found 
that three omega-3 fatty acids were associated with an 
increase of between 43 and 71 percent in the risk of de¬ 
veloping prostate cancer. The biggest increase in risk 
was for so-called high-grade prostate cancer, whose tu¬ 
mours are more likely to be fatal. The study, led by sci¬ 
entists at the US Fred Hutchinson Cancer Research 
Center, amplifies previous findings in 2011 that sug¬ 
gested these fatty acids play an unexplained role in ini¬ 
tiating prostate cancer. In May, an Italian-led study 
showed that fish oil supplements rich in omega-3 fatty 
acids were not beneficial for patients at high risk of car¬ 
diovascular troubles and already under medication. Pre¬ 
vious clinical trials had suggested the supplements 
could reduce cardiovascular risks for patients suffering 
from cardiovascular disease or who had already suf¬ 
fered cardiac arrest

Swedish company to invest £460 mn in British 
wind farms 


STOCKHOLM (AFF) - 
Swedish energy 
group Vattenfall said 
Thursday it would in¬ 
vest £4€0 million (533 
million etiros, $695 
miliionf in two Birtish 
wind farm projects 
that would cover the 
annual electricity 
needs of 166,300 
homes. 

"Currently, the UK 
maricet for investing 
in onshore wind

market for Vattenfall because the government has backed its development as acmcial 
partof fts growth agenda,'^ said Peters mink, head of the group's Sustainanble Energy 
Projects unit.

Construction on an 18-turbine Clashindarroch wind farm in Aberdeenshire 
in Scotland has recently begun and will be completed in early 2015, Vattenfall said.

US, China see progress 
on investment treaty

WASHINGTON (AFf^ - Tlie 
United Slaleu and Cluna said 
Tliiirsday they had moved for- 
wai'd on a treaty that would 
ramp up investment as the 
world's two largest economies 
higlilighled progress m often 
strained ties. 

Despite a feud over cyber- 
hacking, US officials sad 
China had agreed for tlie first 
time to put on the table all 
areas -- not just those it selects 
-- in negotiations on a treaty 
that governs investment rules. 

Treasuiy Secretary Jacob 
Lew said in a statement that a 
bilateral investment treaty 
would "work to level tlie play¬ 
ing field forAmenp:an workers 
and businesses by opening 
maikets for fair competition.* 

The United States and China 
first stalled talks on a treaty in 
?QQ3 and tlie two sides re¬ 
mained vague on the extent of 
progress, not giving any time- 
fi'ame for the conclusion ofne- 
gobations. 

Chinese Commerce Munster 
Gao Hucheng spoke favorably 
of a treaty, saying that it would 
boost the future of investment 
that has already topped $90 
billion between, the two coun¬ 
tries. 

A treaty holds incentives for 
both sides. Tlie United States 
often complains of Chinese re¬ 
strictions on foreign investors, 
although a US Dffi.cial said the 
Chinese side also spoke of de¬ 
veloping a model fi'ee trade 
zone m Shanghai.

But while hugely popular 
she remains, in many ways, a 
mystery 

Her reserve has fed claims 
that she is boring -- novelist 
Hilary Mantel described her as 
a "shop-window mannequin" 
with aplastic smile 

It IS rai“e to hear her speak - 
- and if she has a "naughty 
sense of humour", as William 
says, it IS kept well Indden 
from tlie pubhe. 

Like any new mother, she 
faces exhausting months 
aliead. 

Ttie difference is tliat Kate's 
clnld will one day be monai'ch 
-- making her one of the most 
scmtimsed mothers on the 
planet.

J According 
to Islam, the tliawab (rewards) 


of fasting ai'e many but in this 
month they are believed to be 
multiplied Fasting for Mus¬ 
hms duiing Ramadan typically 
meludes tlie increased offeiing 
of salat (prayers) and recita¬ 
tion oftlie Quran 
Charity is very import ant in 
Islam, and even more so dur¬ 
ing Ramadan. Zakafi often 
translated as "the poor-rate", is 
obligatory as one of the pillai's 
of Islam; a fixed percentage is 
required to be given to the 
poor of the person's savings. 
In many Muslim countries, it 
IS a common siglit to see peo¬ 
ple giving more food to the 
poor and the homeless, and

Yachring: Jury backs 
teams in ’Ruddetgate^ 
protest 



SAN FP^HCISCO (AFP) - 
Hopes rose that tlie America's 
Cup can at last get down to 
real racing after a jury Tliurs- 
day backed Team New

their protest of a deagn change 
imposed by regatta director 
Iain Murray. 

The two teams had argued 
Muiray exceeded Ins authority 
when he made wider, heavier 
rudder wings pait of tlie p ack- 
age of safety rules he issued m 
May, a fortmght after British 
sailor Andrew Simpson was 
killed when the AC77 catama¬ 
ran of Swedish team Artemis 
Raciiig capased in traiinng on 
San Francisco Bay. 

The change was Esmong 37 
safety recommendations made 
by Murrey, but the "Rudder- 
gate* protest w^as spawned 
when Team New Zealand and 
Italy's Luna Rossa ai^ed tliat 


such a change was a perform¬ 
ance rather ttian a safety issue, 
and gave an unfair advantage 
to defending America's Cup 
champions Oracle Team USA. 

The five-person jury, ap¬ 
pointed by tlie International 
Sailing Federation, agreed 
with the teams that Murray 
couldn't impose what 
amounted to a change in the 
class rules govei'ning design of 
Amenca's Cup cateanarans 

Murray had said last week 
that if tire juiy upheld the 
protests he would infoim the 
US Coast Guai'd, winch issues 
a permit for the regatta that he 
didn't tlrink racing would be 
safe. 

On Tlrursday however, he 
sounded a conciliatory note 
when he said he would be “im¬ 
mediately reaclnng out to the 
Coast Guard and the teams" in 
the wal^e of the jury decision.
